However，it seems the parental and peer Pressure among 
Chinese students is So 8great toward academilc Success，wWe 
repeatedly hear of sulicide cases of college students here and 
of many high school and even elementary School pupils im 
Hong Kong. 

Thlis doesnot include mental jllness and family discontent 
caused by academic failure among Chinese Americans. 

Reasons for a student's desperation are obvious enough. 

On top of the family's high, and sometimes unreasonable， 

_expectation，we have the age-old Chinese tradition which 
honors scholars and desplses laborers,，farmers，craftsmen 
amd all others who labor with their hands. Chinese tradition 
emphasizes the family namej; the clan's honor ls tied to an 
idividual's success in examinatlons. 

After the Chinese student comes to this country，the 
American soclety is no help to him elther. Although the 
stigma of physlcal labor is not as high as that in Hong Kong 
and Taiwan, the factrremains that it is difficult for Immil- 
grants to get a decent ]ob without some diploma or degree.

Milton thinks that the main 
focus of attack in Chinese foreign 
policy is against the Soviet Union， 
To him, the profound threat ofthe 
Soviet Union is twofold: both 
military and ideological,， Refer- 
ring to the Sino-Soviet border 
tensions， he says; “The latest 
economic _ statistics indicate that 
the Chinese defense expenditures 
have gone dowmnm during the last 
few years, On the other hand, the 
Soviet Union'has forty five divi- 


sions on the Sino-Soviet border,” 


Compounding this military 
threat .and perhaps even more 
threatening is，what Milton refers 
to as the“potential of ideological 
infiltration by the Soviet Union,，of 
its System of economic incentives 
and new socio-economic classes.” 
In _ light of their -long historical 
connection，and the heavy re- 
liance of the Chinese upon the 
Soviet Union for ideological and 
economic guidance in the past, the

He earnestly 
believes however that: “there is 
one indisputable fact: Maos ge- 
nius as a philosopher and a 
political theorist.” He supports 
this view by pointing to the new 
Precedent in human history of the 
Chinese .revolution which estab- 
lished a new developmental strat- 
egy; one that isto takeplace at the 
least cost to the common people.… 
He contrasts 让 with that of India 
“where millions pay a high price 
forztheindustiralization Process,” 


Milton sees an intense contro- 
versy among China Specialists as 
to whether or not the Chinese 
have indeed developed at the 
“least cost”to the population at 
large， There is general consensus 
on one account however, and that 
is，the replacement of economic 
incentives and material rewards 
for hard work with spiritual 
Tewards and a dedication to what 
Milton calls a “collective and 
revolutionary ideology.” 

He contends that “the western 
route to modernization involves 
economic rewards for hard work 
which the Chinese，even 这 they 
wanted to，could not follow.… 
China，he states, “is still a very 
poor country and does not have 
the surplus to follow the western 
model of development.” He main- 
tains, therefore, that CHina's path 
of modernization is the only 
Practical course to take， as 让 is 
born out of necessity,” 

LIVELY 

In reference to recent Political 
developments，Milton thinks that 
“During the last few years，both 
China and the U.S have exper- 
ienced a greast instability in 


leadership， Despite this turmoil， 


the Chinese people，1like the 
American people, engage in lively 
discussion of political issues and 
look at their leaders with a critical 
eye,”He asserts that“the debate 
and struggle going on in both 
China and the U.S. is a healthy 
phenomenon and is in marked 
contrast to tbhe passive and dead 
society in the Soviety Union， 
where leadership is frozen and the 
people do not discuss major 
Political issues,” 

Milton here raises a hotly 
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debated issue， That is，exactly 
how much freedom of debate is 
there in China today? 


There is certainly no agreement 
among political analysts in answer 
to this question. Some look back at 
the legacy of the Hundred Flowers 
Campaign as evidence that there 
are Severe limits on the extent of 
criticism that is tolerated by the 
government. The Hundred 
Flowers Campaign of 1957 was a 
policy initiated by Mao for the 
purpose of allowing dissatisfied 
intellectuals to voice their discon- 
tent openly，At first they were 
hesitant，but once encouraged， 
they began to criticize not only 
particular policies，but the party 
itself，The end result was a 


government backlash reaction ac- 
cusing these dissident intellectual 
of right wing revisionism”.， Con- 
Sequently, it has been claimed that 
the Precedent of purging “bour- 
geois thought”has inhibited what 
Milton called a ”lively discussion 
of major issues.”In all likelihood， 
these diverse opinions will con- 
tinue into the future，at Present

ABSENTEEISM 


Years ago when an-_ article 
which she had written on the 
problem of absenteeism in the 
national defense industries was 
receiving great attention，I had 
wanted very much to interview 
her. Later，a friend of mine who 
knew her agreed to help me out by 
arranging a meeting. The three of 

us met at a restaurant- in North 
Beach. II dont remember clearly 
what I had to write concerning 
the interview that day，but 让 
probably had to do with the 
article she had written . 


During the beginning of World 
War II，the United States was 
attempting to increase production 
of cargo ships .but a serious 
problem had become evident in 
the nation sshipyards. This had to 
do with workers，whether excused 
or not，staying o 疆 the job. This 
problem of absenteeism became a 
common topic of discussion in the 
newspapers and this was what 工 
was particularly interested in on 
the day of our interview. 

During our intervjiew I didnt 
ask her anything about her family 
or her rigorous _ schedule which 
included both work and school. 
Therefore, Ididnt know that her 
parents had disapproved of her 
dating and doing domestic work 
in order to get through school. I 
had thought that she had been 
rajised in avery liberal family and 
therefore could very easily go on 
to Mills College. 

After having seen this docu- 
mentary I felt as though I had 
finally found an answer to a 
problem that has so often be- 
fuddled us. That is，why is 让 that 
Chinese American women have 
alyvays found 直 easier to dis- 
tinguish themselves in politics， 
public broadcasting，and the cul- 
tural，educational fieldqs? Here in

San Francisco，why is it that the 


few Chinese appointed to political ， 


office were all women and that 
among television news broad- 
casters there _ are four times as 
many women as men? 


First of all，the Chinese com- 
Imanity as forced these womea = 


into entering white scoeity， They 
have been lowly regarded both in 
tbe home and in the community 
even to the point that traditional 
Chinese groups have _ never ad- 
mitted them as formal members， 
The most determined of these 
women were forced into making 
lives for themselves in white 
Society. These women spoke Eng- 
lish much more Precisely than 
men and usually possessed more 
self-confidence. Therefore，it was 
only natural that their oppor- 
tunities for success were much 
greater. Iri another respect，hav- 
ing been ostracized by tradition 
bound Chinese American groups 
proved to be advantageous to 
these women. Remaining free 
from many psychological res- 
traints and burdens，they were 
able to go ouitside the confimes of 
Chinatown in concentrating and 
developing their abilities. 


SUFFERED 

There is one other point I warit 
to make in regard to all of this， 
Chinese American women have 
suffered from several kinds of 
discrimination (Some of these dif- 
ferent kinds of discrimination 
having to do with race，sex，and 
the Confucian ethic). Yet，they 
have always found it easier to gain 
acceptance when making inroads 
into White society，Eor example 
Anna May Wong's kissing scene 
with a white actor in a Hollywood 
film was perfectljy accepted. How- 
ever, 让 Anna May Wong had been 
a man there would never have 
been a kissing scene with a white 
actress. This may just be a strange 
Sociological phenomena，but dur- 
ing the period being discussed here 
it was Something that could not be 
ignored.
